Assistant District Attorney Charles Le 
Barbier in the Centre Street Police Court 
on Tuesday scored a point for the people 
in the case against Frank R. Walker and 
Sterling E. Smith, charged with grand 
larceny in connection with the operations 
which they carried on together as the 
Bridgeport Brass Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

The case came up before Magistrate 
Flammer upon the motion of Franklin 
sien for the defense to dismiss the com- 


plaint. Magistrate Flammer denied the 


motion and set Friday, September 16, at | 


10 A. M., in the Jefferson Market Court, 
Eighth street and Sixth avenue, as the 
time and place where he would hear the 
evidence. 

Permission had been secured at the last 
hearing by the assistant district attorney 
to amend the complaint. Mr. Le Barbier 
made a statement of the case in which he 
sketched briefly the facts in connection 
with the alleged rope purchase upon which 
Walker and Smith are held. 

After he had coneluded Franklin Bien, 
ior the defense, pointed out certain alleged 
discrepancies betweem the original com- 
plaint and the amended one, and renewed 
his motion for its dismissal. 

Assistant District Attorney Le Barbier 
replied warmly and incidentally told Mr. 
Bien a few things about criminal law con- 
cerning which he had apparently been in 
ignorance. Mr. Le Barbier said: 

“The people ate ¢ontent to ‘stand or fall 
by this complaint.) We do: not wish to 
enter into the facts of the case at this time, 
but we are prepared to prove all we allege 
in the complaint, if your honor decides 
that the complaint holds good and you 
ire willing to hear the evidence. 

“Your honor is here to decide whether 
or not the complaint is sufficient to hold 
these men. We claim and we shall prove 
that Walker is a man with a record, 
working under several aliases, and thac 
the Bridgeport Brass Manufacturing Com- 
pany was one of these, the idea being to 
trade upon the standing and reputa- 
ton of the genuine Bridgeport Brass 
Company and so deceive and defraud.

A fire in the warehouse of William Pick- 
hardt & Kuttroff, 22 and 24 North Moore 
street, New York, August 18, caused a 
damage of $200. 

Among the sufferers by the recent fire 
at Bismarck,”"N. D., were W. S. Moor- 
house, stationer, loss $1,200, insurance 
$500, and C. H. Phelps, loss $3,000, insur- 
ance’ $1,000. 

The factory of the Linton Coated Paper 
Company, Richmond, Va., was destroyed 
by fire August 22. The fire originated in 
the boiler room. The insurance on stock 
and machinery amounts to $27,500. 

The five-story brick building at 25 Park 
place, New York, caught on fire August 23 
and E.Stieger & Co., dealers in books,etc., 
and the Continental Publishing Company 
were damaged $5,000 and $2,000  re- 
spectively. 

The paper jpill of Star, Kirk & Starr, 
Montoursville, Pa., was struck by lightning 
August’ 18 and burned to the ground. The 
valuable machinery was ruined. The mill 
was built about fiity years ago, but has not 
been in operation for a number of years, 


The paper mills of Miller Brothers & 
Co,, Glen Miller; Ont., were partially 
destroyed by incendiary fire, August 14. 
The rotary and paper making departments 
were consumed, but the pasteboard depart- 
ment was saved. The loss was $17,000. 

The High Falls Sulphite Pulp and Min- 
ing Company’s Mill at Pyrites, N. Y., was 
totally destroyed by fire August 22. The 
acid plant, digesters, boilers, and a large 
quantity of wood were separated by a 
heavy brick wall and were not burned. The 
total loss is about $100,000, including $8,000 
worth of pulp. Insurance, $19,000. 

Fire was discovered in the five-story 
building, No. 46 Vesey street, New York, 
at 2 o'clock Monday morning. Smoke was 
pouring from the windows of the fourth 
floor, occupied as a bookbindery and print- 
ing establishment by M. Levison. Levi- 
son’s establishment was completely burned 
out. Borden & Slater, bill-of-fare printers, 
were also damaged. The loss is estimated 


at $10,000.

PAPER STOCK SOARING. 


ITS DEBUT ON ’CHANGE CAUSES 


NOTABLE ADVANCES, 


From 49 the Common Gallops Upward 
to 66, but Later Recedes—Preferred 
Also Advances—The Company Issues 
a Circular. 


The International Paper Company’s 
stock made its début on the New York 
Stock Exchange within the last week, and 
was fairly active. 

The first day 4,000 shares of the com- 
mon stock were quoted, with 2,500 of the 
preferred. The common stock opened at 
51, sold down to 49, and on Monday ad- 
vanced to 66. The preferred opened at 91, 
sold down to 88%, and later touched 93. 
The New York Times says of the stock: 

“Wall street is persuaded that the shares 
of the new International Paper Company 
—the Paper Trust—are entitled to consid- 
eration because of the fact that they come 
within the popular designation of ‘Flow- 
er stocks.’ Especially are observant ones 
recalling the spirited way in which New 
York Air Brake—coming to be known as 
a Flower stock—has recently galloped up- 
ward from under 20 to par. And the logic 
of this, from the Wall street standpoint, is 
that International Paper Company stock 
may be expected similarly to deport itself,” 

The stock has receded from the high 
figures and at the close on Thursday the 
bid and asked prices were as follows: 
Common, 624@63; preferred, 92@o2%. 

The International Paper Company has 
issued an official memorandum. reviewing 
the company’s history and describing its 
property. After stating that the company 
was organized under the laws of New 
York with $20,530,700 of preferred and 
$13,040,000 of common stock outstanding, 
there being $10,000,000 first mortgage 6 
per cent. bonds, it says: 





“This company has acquired by pur- 
chase (paying therefor in the bonds and 
stock of the company) the manufacturing 
plants, water powers, and woodlands of 
nineteen corporations and the capital stock 
of two corporations (Piercefield Paper 
Company and St. Maurice Lumber Com- 
pany), located in New York and the New 
England States, in which States the bulk 
of the news paper manufacturing industry 
is located. 


“The properties and corporations pur- 
chased were: Glens Falls Paper Mill 
Company, Glens Falls, N. Y.; Plattsburg 
Paper Company, Cadyville, N. Y.; Hud- 
son River Pulp and Paper Company, 
Palmer's Falls, N. Y.; Niagara Falls Pa- 
per Company, Niagara Falls, N. Y.; Her- 
kimer Paper Company, Herkimer, N. Y.; 
Ontario Paper Company, Watertown, 
N. Y.; Piercefield Paper Company, Pierce- 
field, N. Y.; Lake George Paper Com- 
pany, Ticonderoga, N. Y.; Fall Mountain 
Paper Company, Bellows Falls, Vt.; Win- 
nipiseogee Paper Company, Franklin 
Falls, N. H.; Glen Manufacturing Com-

“The water and steam power developed 





in all of these mrills is equal to 143,500 
horse-power, propelling 320 pulp grinders, 
producing 1,100 tons of ground wood pulp 
per day; forty-one sulphite digesters, pro- 
ducing 275 tons of sulphite pulp per day, 
and 100 paper machines, producing 1,475 
tons of news and printing paper per day. 

“The company holds the title to more 
than 450,000 acres of spruce woodlands, 
located in the States of New. York, New 
Hampshire, Maine, Vermont and Michi- 
gan, and also the Government license to 
cut timber on 1,132,000 acres of woodlands 
in the province of Quebec, Canada. 


“The company has an available working 


cash capital of over $4,000,000, and of the 
authorized stock of the company there re- 
main unissued, and consequently subject 
to issue and sale at par by the company, 
44,603 shares of preferred stock, 60,597 
shares of common stock, and of the first 
consolidated mortgage 6 per cent. gold 
bonds, the aggregate principal sum of $623,- 
000, which, $500,000 is re- 
served expressly for the purchase of real 
property. 

“Dividends on the preferred stock are 
| cumulative and payable quarterly, in July, 
October, January and April, at the rate of 
6 per cent. per annum; the first of 1% 
per cent., due in July, was paid July 11, 
1808, out of the earnings of the company, 
leaving a large surplus of net earnings 
available for future dividends.” 

At the annual meeting of the stockhold- 
ers and directors of the International Pa- 
per Company, held at Corinth on Wednes- 
day, th? regular quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cent. upon the preferred stock was de- 
clared payable on October 1.

THE GHEMICAL COMBINATION 


FURTHER PROGRESS MADE IN 
ITS ORGANIZATION. 


Its Full Scope and Character Not Yet 
Known—Tllore [leetings to Be Held 
—Is It to Be a Pool with a Penalty 
or a Regulation Trust? 








Very few details of the proposed chem- 
ical combination get beyond the high wall 
with which the interested parties have sur- 
rounded themselves, but Tue Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL is now in a position to go 
one step farther in its statements than it 
did or could last week. It then stated that 
there were rumors afloat that the chemical 
manufacturers were trying to get together, 
and that after an attempt made by its rep- 


resentative to have them confirmed, it 
could not be done except by inference 
| drawn from the refusal of those inter- 
viewed to deny that they were true. THE 


JoURNAL can now state positively, without 
the least fear of its accuracy being ques- 
tioned, that the chemical manufacturers are 
seeking to form a combination. This fact 
has been admitted by at least two prom- 
inent members the chemical trade. 
Meetings to this end have been held regu- 
larly in New York for several weeks, if not 
months, last past, and a meeting was 
held as recently as last Wednesday in the 
rooms of the Down-Town Association, a 
dining club located at 60 Pine street. The 
members assembled about 12 o'clock noon- 
day, and after dining proceeded to a dis- 
cussion of the business which had called 
them together. W. H. Nichols, of the 
Nichols Chemical Company, presided, and 
Mr. Baker, of the Martin Kalbfleisch 
Chemical Company, acted as_ secretary- 
The principal business under discussion 
was a report of the committee on associa- 
tion, which had been previously appointed 
for the purpose of recommending some 
form of organization. The report was sub- 
mitted and was debated for three hours

without any conclusion being arrived at, 
and at 4 o’clock the meeting adjourned, to 
meet again at the call of the chair.

, manufacturer had occasionally “kicked 
over the traces,” but whenever this had oc- 
curred he thought it had been done rather 
from thoughtlessness on the part of the 
transgressor than from any direct intent by 
him to ignore the agreement. This agree- 
ment consists entirely of a mutual under- 
standing among the several manufacturers 
and a violation of its terms carries no pun- 
ishment with it.

It has been stated in other quarters that 
the plan of organization contemplated by 
the chemical manufacturers amounts to 
more than’ a mere agreement, with a pen- 
alty prescribed for its violations by mem- 
bers, and that, in short, it contemplates a 
consolidation of the entire chemical inter- 
ests of the country under one head, as in 
the case of the most recently formed com- 
bination of wall paper printers, who have 
been organized and ineorporated under 
the name of the Continental Wall Paper 
Company. The same gentleman referred 
to as last speaking, but whose name, as 
well as the names of all others who have 
given information contained in this article, 
must be withheld from publication, was 
asked if this was correct information, and 
whether, in brief, the new chemical com- 
bination, when organized, could be called 
a trust pure and simple? He evaded a di- 
rect reply to this direct question, but be- 
gan an argument in favor of trusts gener- 
ally, which, he claimed, had without ex- 
ception resulted in lowering prices to the 
benefit of consumers, although they had 
no doubt worked hardships upon the small 
producers in the same line of industry. As 
instances in point he cited the prices of 
sugar and oil, which, he said, had never 
been so low before their manipulation by 
trusts as they are to-day. The plain infer- 
ence from this is that the gentleman’s own 
ideas are inclined trustward, but whether 
they are shared in by the other chemical 
manufacturers is something for the Sphinx 
to divulge when it gets ready to talk and 
reveals the secrets which the chemical

Jf they will work in harmony and each be 
satisfied with his proportion of the trade 
there will be no necessity of cutting rates 
below those figures which yield a fair 
profit. But human nature is selfish, and 
there is no telling to what it will resort in 
order to accomplish a certain purpose in 
matters of business.

AMONG THE MILLS.

NASHUA, N. H., August 25, 1898. 

Fifteen years ago the flour millers of 
\merica found that in reducing grain they 
were wasting a great portion by grinding 
‘+ too fine—that is, before certain portions 
of the wheat kernel were reduced. The 
parts first to be acted on by the stones 
were reduced to so fine a powder that they 
became practically useless for bread-mak- 
ing purposes. In other words, the grind- 
ing of the wheat was very uneven; certain 
portions were ground just right, other 
portions too fine, and the remainder not 
ne enough. This state of things led flour 
millers to adopt the gradual reduction 
process; that is, they would partially grind 
the wheat and then remove from it every 
particle that was fine enough to make flour. 
The portions left after the flour had been 
removed were passed through another set 
of machines and another part of the ker- 
nel reduced to powder. It was found that 
mill stones were not as well fitted for this 
method as were iron rolls. This method 
of grinding wheat is called the gradual re- 
duction method, and the flour thus pro- 
duced is known as patent or Haxall flour. 
The flour which is now made by the old 
process Of grinding by mill stones is 
known as St. Louis flour. No matter 
whether it be made in St. Louis or in any 
other city, it is called St. Louis, for the 
came reason that patent flour is termed 
Haxall, probably because a certain miller 
named Haxall first manufactured this kind, 
but now all flour made by the gradual re- 
duction process is termed Haxall, whether 
made by Pillsbury, by Washburn or by 
some little one-horse miller down in 
Texas. 

This has to do with paper making as fol- 
lows: The time is coming when paper mill 
owners must adopt the gradual reduction 
process for reducing paper stock. Several 
times in these columns I have noted the 
damage done to some of the fibre by cut- 
ting it too short while drying to reduce to 
proper length a few long fibres contained 
in that particular lot of material. The 
gradual reduction of linen or cotton rags 
s not an easy problem to solve. To the 
best of my knowledge no attempt has ever 
been made in this direction, but just as 
surely as it is shown necessary to gradually 
reduce stock will machinery and methods 
be invented and perfected for that purpose. 

The miller man can easily remove flour 
irom his partially ground grain. He only 
needs to blow the flour out, the dust go- 
ing with the column of air, while the lar- 
ger portion of the kernel remains behind. 
The paper maker cannot do this; he must 
wet process. There is, however, 
nothing to prevent his “blowing” out the

If enough 
lamps and motors can be secured to foot 
up to several hundred horse-power it will 
be found that the amount of coal used for 
the compound condensing engine large 
enough to drive paper and electric ma- 
chinery together will be as simple a proc- 
even simpler, as when the paper 
machinery alone was driven with the low- 
est economical form of engines used for 
that purpose. I can call to mind many 
manufactpring concerns that are also sell- 
ing electric power. That they make it pay 
is self-evident, otherwise they would not 
continue in the business, much less enlarge 
their plants, as some of them are doing. 

In the last mill it was my good fortune 
to visit they were just putting on a new 
jacket. An inspection of the old one 
showed that the nap was excellent all over 
the jacket except for about 2 feet at each 
end. Every paper maker can picture in his 
mind the condition of this jacket. He can 
also tell what caused it to wear in that 
shape, but the question is, “Can he suggest 
a cure?” The cure is easily applied and is 
very simple. The nap was taken off that 
piece of jacket by the guard board being 
screwed down too tight. 

The back end of the guard board repre- 
sents the long end of the lever, which ex- 
erts tremendous power close to the bolt at 
the fronfend of the board. The space for 
a few inches back of the bolt represents 
the short arm of the lever and the pres- 
sure is multiplied in the ratio of several 
feet to a few inches. How many times have 
we seen a stout back board tremble and 
vibrate after it has been screwed down in 
this manner? Sometimes the couch roll 
will strip itself free from the jacket. Fre- 
quently we see the seams of the jacket 
twisted 3 or 4 inches from a straight line.

Whether or not there is any truth in the 
report remains to be seen. Mills in prox- 
imity to Chicago have a vast advantage 
over those located a considerable distance 
therefrom. The difference of freight rates 
makes the rebate system a temptation, de- 
cidedly. It is admitted that there are a 
number of methods which could be em- 
ployed to obviate the necessity of dealing 
“to the scratch.” If there is anything in 
the rumor it is probable it will be aired 
at a future meeting. There is no doubt 
of the fact that a great many of the mill 
owners have benefited by the harmony ar- 
rangement. 


Miss 
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Accidents—Jacob Seiler, while engaged 
in the wood-working department of the 
Niles Tool Works, was struck by a plank 
which was hurled against him by a ma- 
chine knife. He was injured internally and 
remained in a dangerous condition for a 
long time. Charles Finke, an employee of 
the same concern, had the little finger of 
his left hand cut off in a machine, while 
John Hancock suffered a more serious in- 
jury to his hands. Albert Charles, of the 
Tytus-Gardner mill, badly burned 
about the face and left arm by a furnace 
blast. Although improving, he 
badly burned that he will not be able to 
resume work for some time. 

A sad drowning was that of Earl Willey, 
whose father, Wm. Willey, is employed at 
Hooven, Owens & Rentschler’s, at Ham- 
ilton. The lad was playing with compan- 
ions on a log in the hydraulic at the Beck- 
ett Paper Company’s mill, when he was ac- 
cidentally pushed overboard and sank to 
his death. His companions ran away in 
fright, returning later to tell the mill work- 
men about the affair. The parents are al- 
most crazed over their son’s fate. 

It is probable the creditors of the famous 
Purcell estate will finally secure a dividend. 
The first payment is expected to come 
from the Mannix bondsmen, who have not 
yet liquidated their liability of $50,000. For 
many years there has been litigation over 
that liability, and each time judgment has 
been obtained, but the case was carried to 
the upper courts and final judgment was 
never rendered. 

It is understood that a prominent paper 
tradesman interested in a Dayton mill has 
finally agreed to pay $52,000 as one of the 
bondsmen, and that he looks to the Clem- 
ents estate for its share of the liability on 
the bond. This is $2,000 more than the 
face of the bond. It is a compromise, and 
a good one, but the tradesman is glad to 
rid himself of the burden. 

The Work Company, of Cincinnati, has 
been incorporated, with a capital stock of 
$10,000, to deal in books, stationery, etc. 
The incorporators are: Henry Work, E.

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 
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APPLETON, Wis., August 23, 1898. 

Business among the paper mills in this 
valley is quite a little better than it has 
been in the matter of orders. Many man- 
ufacturers hereabouts are particularly in- 
terested in the state of the market for book 
paper. Almost nothing has been doing in 
book since the war began, but business in 
this kind of paper is already picking up 
very materially, and inquiries being re- 
ceived give indication that business is go- 
ing to get better steadily. Manillas are 
doing well, the manilla mills as a rule hay- 
ing all they can comfortably attend to, and 
print is holding its own. Flat papers are 
also in somewhat better demand, so that 
on the whole manufacturers are well satis- 
fied with present conditions and the out- 
look for the future. 

There has been so much rain during the 
month of August, amounting to a super- 
abundance for every purpose but the pro- 
duction of water power, that the lake and 
river have been well filled up, and the 
Neenah and Menasha Water Power Com- 
pany is now allowing 50 per cent. instead 
of 30 per cent. of the normal flow of the 
stream to be used for power. This, of 
course, is a considerable benefit to the 
mills. 

One of the sluice gates in the dam be- 
longing to the Combined Locks Paper 
Company went out last Saturday, draining 
out the pond and necessitating the shut- 
ting down of the mill. It was not due to 
high water, but to the rotting of some of 
the timbers.. The repairs were completed 
and the mill started again to-day. 

The mill of the Western Paper Bag 
Company, at Kaukauna, has been shut 
down for a couple of days past for repairs 
to the flame and the laying of a new drive- 
way across it. 

The No. 1 machine of the Thilmany 
Pulp and Paper Mills, at Kaukauna, will 
be shut down in a few days in order to 
permit the laying of a new floor in the No. 
t mill and a general overhauling and re- 
pairing of the machinery. 

The Kaukauna Fibre Company expects 








to install next month a new Pusey & Jones 
digeter. It will take the place of the last 
of the old bronze digesters in the mill. 
The new digester will be the same size 
as the other Pusey & Jones digester 
in this mill and those in the mill of 
the Falls Manufacturing Company at 
Oconto Falls, namely, 8% x 30 feet. It 
will increase the output of the mill by 3 or 
4 tons, making it a 15-ton plant. The di- 
gester was ordered some little time ago to 
be ready for delivery the 1st of September. 
This is the last bronze digester in this 
country with the exception of one used by 
the Kimberly & Clark Company, which 
has, however, been lined so that the acid 
does not touch the metal. 

The construction of the new mill of the 
Northwest Paper Company at Cloquet, 
Minn., is in full swing. The cofferdams 
needed for the construction of the main 
dam are in place, and work upon the dam 
itself has been commenced. The tail race 
is being blasted out of the solid rock, and 
the stone thus acquired is being laid up in 
the foundations of the buildings. General 
Manager C. I. McNair was expected to 
remove yesterday with his family from his 
former home at Little Falls to Cloquet in 
order to have general oversight of all that 
is going on. ; 

Upon action commenced by two of the 
Appleton banks for the foreclosure of a 
mortgage the court last week appointed a 
receiver for the Valley Iron Works Man- 
ufaturing Company, of Appleton, and W. 
A. Fannon, general manager of the Manu- 
facturing Investment Company's mill in 
Appleton, was appointed as such receiver 
and gave bonds in the sum of $5,000. The 
business of the concern is being continued 
the same as before, and the present state 
of affairs is expected to last for but a short 
time. 

The contractors, J. H. Green & Sons, 
have taken a contract from the Pulp Wood 
Company for gétting out 10,000 cords of 
spruce the approaching season, which is 
located near Point St. Ignace. The Pulp 
Wood Company will take as much more 
above the 10,000 cords as can be cut. The 
spruce is said to be of remarkably fine 
quality and the contract is a big one. 
Green & Sons will send up seventy-five 
men soon and will establish three camps.

There has been so much said recently in 
the daily press and among men outside of 
the paper trade of a general improvement 
in business in all lines outside of the pa- 
per trade that your correspondent has be- 
come somewhat interested in the condition 
of the paper industry in this manufacturing 
centre, as ccmpared with the business 
done by the mills during the past two to 
four years. There is somewhat of a di- 
versity of opinion among the manufactur- 
ers concerning the condition of business 
to-day when compared with the past, but 
they are generally settled upon one point 
—that business this fall and winter will be 
better that it has been for a number of 
years. Some of the manufacturers are 
somewhat loath to express themselves 
upon the comparison, but they agree that 
there is a good outlook for business this 
fall, 

Business this week has been very quiet, 
but not more so than is to be expected at 
this time of the year with the mercury 
running up cl@se to the hundred mark and 
with great humidity. It is no worse now 
than it was last year at this time and shows 
a better record than for the corresponding 
period of two years ago. Business three 
years ago was the worst in this city that 
it has been for many years and nearly all 
of the mills say that the improvement has 
been gradual since that time, although there 
have been reverses that have been dis- 
couraging at times. Now that the worst is 
believed to be over the manufacturers are 
inclined to take on a more hopeful aspect 
and to talk about improvements in their 
plants. It is likely that many improve- 
ments will be made next year, and it is 
even hinted that if the improvement comes 
to the extent that it is expected there 
will be some additions made to the mills. 
No large additions are looked for, but

William H. Heywood, treas- 
urer of the Nonotuck Paper Company, 
could not express an opinion, as he had 
just returned from his vacation and had 
not become acquainted with the drift of 
business this week. He was hopeful, how- 
ever. Moses Newton, treasurer of the 
Chemical Paper Company, stated that 
business with his mill was about the same 
at the present time as it has been for corre- 
sponding periods during the past two or 
three years. He thought that business was 
on the mend and that there was a very 
good outlook. He based his opinion on 
the fact that there is more money to-day 
with which to do business. For the past 
two or three years a part of the consum- 
ers have had nothing to do and conse- 
quently were unable to consume. They 
have now to a large extent gone to work 
and can consume. 

R. F. McElwain, secretary of the Crock- 
er Manufacturing Company, stated that 
his mill was doing more business at the 
present time than for the past three years.

The settlement of a good many important 
questions has helped to restore confidence 
and without confidence very little business 
could be done. The moral effect upon the 
world from the stand which the United 
States has taken will in Mr. Spencer's 
opinion have a great tendency to improve 
business. There has been a steady increase 
in the volume of business noted and it is 
expected to continue. Some of the other 
manufacturers seen declined to express 
opinions upon the matter, probably from 
the fact that their opinions have proven in- 
correct in the past as regards the looked 
for increase in business. Suffice to say 
that this week there is a more hopeful feel- 
ing among the paper men than there has 
been at any time during the summer. The 
many laborers employed in the mills in 
this city will gladly welcome any change 
for the hetter in the paper trade and the 
city as a whole will be benefited by a re- 
vival in business. 

The rag markets in the city are quiet this 
week and a man prominent in the trade 
stated this afternoon that they had been 
dull for the past three months. There is 
little demand for rags just at the present 
time and prices cannot be forced upward. 
The rag men are endeavoring to hold their 
own and place what few orders they can at 
current prices without attempting to get 
higher prices for them. It is stated that 
some of the mills are importing their own 
rags rather than depend upon the rag 
men for them. It is said that the saving is 
considerable over the old way of purchas- 
ing their foreign rags from the local deal- 
ers. The rag market will in all probability 
hold its own until fall, when the revival in 
trade is expected to force prices up some- 
what over the present schedules.

“My method of procedure is also ap- 
plicable to the closing of leaks in cement 
and other linings laid up contiguous to the 
shell such as is now in use. In such a case 
the lining can be slightly loosened, if nec- 
essary, by any suitable means—as, for ex- 
ample, by hammering upon the exterior 
of the shell in the neighborhood of the 
leak—and then after boring a hole in the 
shell at that point the solution can be in- 
troduced through that hole into the space 
thus created between the shell and the lin- 
ing. Said solution meets and combines 
with the leaking acid, forming therewith 
the insoluble precipitate, by which all 
cracks and leaky joints are closed and the 
lining is rendered again water-tight.”

L. D. Post, Publisher of Tue Paper MILL: 
Dear Sir: My attention was called to 
an article in the last issue of your paper, 
in which Olin Scott, mechanical engineer, 
attempts to discredit the statement made 
by myseif relative to the Challenge 
Grinder in use in our mill, and as he is 
a stickler after truth, I will endeavor to 
show wherein he is lacking in this sub- 
lime virtue, so far as his knowledge of 
the working of our mill is concerned at 
least. To do this it will only be necessary 
for me to refer to the monthly report 
of our mill, and as an example - will 
take the figures for the months of April, 
1896 and 1897, as during these periods 
the river is usually at its greatest height. 
In April, 1896, we were operating two 
New England Grinders, and the output 
of the mill was 825,300 pounds of pulp, 
as against 1,121,400 pounds during the 
month of April, 1897, of @ gain of 
290,100 pounds, whew we were operat- 
ing the two Challenge Grinders. In ad- 





dition to this gain the pulp was of a 
superior quality, and was double screened 
instead of single screened, as was pulp 
manufactured in 1896. The report of our 
mill for the largest run made in twenty- 
four hours will also show that my conten- 
tion that the Challenge Grinders are 
superior to those formerly used by us is 
correct. With the New England Grinders 
the output was 41,800 pounds, as against 
58,200 pounds with the Challenge 
Grinders, the pulp being in every par- 
ticular fully as good We have facts and 
figures to disprove the statement made 
by Mr. Scott, that when paying for the 
machinery the mill often delivered more 
than ten tons daily of air dry pulp. The 
daily reperts of our mill are open 
for imspection to any and all who 
may desire to verify the correctness 
of the above statements. 

Not being a “ Mechanical Engineer” I 
may have possibly erred relative to the 
head being 52 feet, but will say that in 


the summer of 1895, two years after Mr. 
Scott placed the machinery in our mill, 
and before either of the above mentioned 
records were taken, we raised our dam 
four feet and put an addition to aur draft 
tubes of about five feet. No change, 
however, was made to our wheels, and 
we are to-day running under the same 
head and conditions as then. 

While I do not feel called upon in any 
sense of duty to defend the Challenge 
Grinder Company, nevertheless I am free 
to confess that I am more than willing to 
give credit where credit is due, and in 
view of the above figures which I have 
presented I believe I am fully justified 
in defending the testimonial which has 
appeared in your journal, Mr. Scott to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

Exports of German Aniline Colors. 





Commercial Agent Stern, writing from 
Bamberg, says: 

The German chemical industry has large- 
transatlantic exportations 
during the last few years. In 1889 German 
chemicals sent abroad were valued at $53,- 
800,000. In 1896 they were worth $77,150,- 
000, an increase of neatly $24,000,000, or 
more than 43 per cent. within seven years. 

One-third of the total increase is due to 
the heavy exportation of German aniline 
colors. They rose from $9,140,000 in 1889 
to $15,047,000 in 1897, the imports remain- 
ing stationary at about $905,000. This re- 
sult is all the more remarkable because it 
was achieved, as in almost every other 
case, in spite of lower prices; for in 1886, 
the weight of the aniline colors exported 
amounted only to 6,975 tons, while in 1897 
it reached 17,639 tons. The quantity ex- 
ported in 1897 was therefore two and one- 


| half times that of 1889, while the value was

colors have, indeed, conquered the whole 
world; they are to be found in every coun- 
try of the globe.

Papyristite. 





Consul Lieberknecht reports from Zu- 
rich: A new artificial stone or moss has 
recently made its appearance on the build- 
ers’ technical market, called papyristite, on 
account of the ingredients entering into its 
composition, principal among which is 
purified paper pulp obtained from waste 
paper. Papyristite is an improvement on 
papyrolith, both having been invented by 
Fr. Gehre, a civil engineer of Zurich. It 
can be used in various ways, but is espe- 
cially intended to serve as a solid, imperme- 
able and jointless roof or floor, which, when 
once laid, will present a smooth surface, as 
if made in one continuous layer. This new 
layer, I am told, is a reconductor of heat, 
cold or sound, and, although as hard as 
stone, has a soft, linoleum-like feeling to 
the foot and is noiseless. 

Accumulations of dust, vermin or fungi 
are impossible, there being no grooves or 
joints. The weight is much less than that 
of stone or cement. One hundred kilo- 
grams—220 pounds—of this preparation in 
a powdered form, when mixed for use and 
spread to a thickness of 10 millimeters 
(0.3940 inch), will cover a surface of 8% 
square meters (91% square feet). The in- 
gredients for the manufacture of papyris- 
tite are obtainable in the United States, 
and the cost is exceedingly low. No ma- 
chinery is necessary to prepare the com- 
pound, although to save labor, where great 
quantities are to be used, an ordinary press 
can be used to advantage. It can be mould- 
ed or spread in any desirable form or 
shape, as is the case with cement. The 
mixing is done on the spot where it is 
wanted, and it is transported, like cement, 
in barrels or sacks. 

The drying or hardening process is ef- 
fected in twenty-four hours after spread- 
ing, and then, if desired, it can be polished 
to a high gloss. The inventor's numerous 
experiments have given good results, and 
his persistent efforts seem at last to have 
been crowned with success. Taking the 
opinion of prominent architects who have 
experimented with this new material there 
seems to be no doubt that a valuable 
building material has been discovered, 
which can be utilized in many ways. It is 
as hard as marble and is practically in- 
destructible, yet it is elastic and possesses 
all of the qualities mentioned above. It can 
be cut, sawed and bored, given any desired 
tint and made to look like marble or mo- 
saic. 

For roofing purposes it is also valuable. 
A light iron framework has been invent- 
ed by Mr. Gehre, and the material is put 
on in the form partly of plates and part- 
ly of mortar, which, when united, produce 
a smooth, continuous surface. It is adapt- 
ed to cold.as_ well as to tropical regions. 
and its stone-like qualities protect it 
against mice or other vermin. Trials of 
this material have been made in Russia 
and Brazil, and the reports received are 
very encouraging. It will probably be 
widely used in the near future. The ma- 
terial once laid will never contract or 
warp, and where the instructions for the 
mixing process are well carried out the re- 
sults cannot fail to prove all the inventor 
claims for his product. It is elastic, light 
and inexpensive in production. For 
schoolrooms, public halls, corridors, bath- 


rooms (both floor and walls), terraces, 
barns, poultry yards, ete, no _ better, 
cleaner and healthier material can be 


found; and, as a non-absorbent of moisture, 
filth or other unhealthy substances it is no 
doubt without equal as a building mate- 
rial. Patents for the process and material, 
as well as for the roof frame necessary 
thereto, have been applied for in the Unit- 
ed States.

CHEMICALS.—The market for Paper 
Makers’ Chemicals has ruled fairly steady 
throughout the week.

HOLYOKE, Mass., August 23, 1808. 

The ten envelope plants which will go 
to form the United States Envelope Com- 
pany have this week been turned over to 
the company at the offices of the Old Col- 
ony Trust Company at Boston, Mass., and 
according to the local representatives of 
the company the United States Company 
is now controlling thé plants, the individ- 
ual concerns having passed out of power. 
So far as Holyoke is concerned there have 
been no effects of the change felt thus far, 
although it is confidently expected that 
business will be somewhat better in this 
city owing to the completion of the deal. 
In Springfield, 8 miles down the Connecti- 
cut, there is some disappointment over the 
combination, as it is expécted that it will 
take two at least of the companies away 
from that city, although the managers have 
not so stated with certainty. It is very 
difficult to get an expression of opinion 
from R. W. Day, treasurer of the company, 
concerning any of its doings, and I feel 
perfectly safe in saying that the affairs of 
the company will be managed wisely by 
Mr. Day. The headquarters of the com- 
pany will be located in the Morgan Build- 
ing, in Springfield, as predicted by Tue 
JOURNAL some time ago. 

There is every indication that the plants 
will be controlled from one main office in 
Springfield, and that the executive officers 
will be located in that city. It is not ex- 
pected that there will be much change 
made in the management of the Morgan 
plant at Springfield, but it is generally 
conceded by the trade that the Springfield 
Envelope Company and the P. P. Kellogg 
Company will be consolidated with the 
Holyoke Envelope plant in this city. It 
is expected that a meeting will be held 
soon in order that the new company may 
determine some matters of importance that 
must be decided upon in the near future 
and the consolidation of certain plants will 
likely be orie of the matters discussed.
